Good Luck Consciousness 


sHE PERSON who is ordinarily spoken 
ai of as being lucky is one who unknow- 
ingly stumbles upon the working of the 
“ law of good fortune. Were he to un- 
derstand this law and live by it, he would al- 
ways enjoy good fortune. There would be no 
seasons of good and bad luck. 

The individual who believes that his luck is 
derived from some charm that he carries is 
lucky because of his faith in the charm. He 
should have faith in himself. He should realize 
that in Truth his good fortune cannot derive 
from the power of things. The only charm of 
good luck that he can ever need is the possession 
of a consciousness of good fortune and the real- 
ization that through this that which is for his 
highest good always comes to him. 

If you would have good luck and good for- 
tune, abide in the knowledge that good fortune 
is yours. Keep out of mind all belief in ill luck. 
Never think of yourself as unfortunate. Never 
voice any opinion about your misfortunes. 
Think of yourself as identified with good for- 
tune. 

The writer once knew a man—he would 
meet him on the street every few months—who ° 
always had new evidence of his own hard luck. 
This person so firmly believed in ill luck that it 
seemed to make him happy to point out that he 
was right in his convictions that he was under 
some spell of misfortune. One day he stopped 
the writer to say, ““You seem to believe in some 
psychology of personal finances. But do you 
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not see that my experiences disprove your be- 
liefs?” Of course the writer’s reply was some- 
thing like this: “Your experiences prove that 
you are using a certain psychology of finances 
adversely. You firmly believe in ill luck 
and you are producing it. The law of good for- 
tune cannot operate in your affairs because it 
lacks an operator.” 

The person who believes in his own ill luck 
is an enemy to his own good luck. The person 
who believes in misfortune cannot be fortunate 
at the same time. Viewed from the standpoint 
of Truth, the good-luck consciousness is very 
closely akin to the consciousness of God as our 
unfailing supply, protection, justice, and order. 
We can see that the person we call lucky is but 
one who has occasional glimpses of the presence 
of God coming to him in times of need. 

The student of Truth does not believe in 
luck, if we are to think of luck as a hit-or-miss 
proposition. He does believe in good fortune as 
founded upon a scientific law of good fortune. 
He centers his life upon the presence of Christ 
within him and knows that through this he 
draws to him his highest good. 

Would you build up a good luck conscious- 
ness? Then build up a consciousness of the 
presence of Christ within you. Know that you 
carry this presence with you wherever you go, 
that nothing can prevail against it, that it 
draws to itself only good. Realize that you can 
know no defeat because Christ within you tri- 
umphs at all times. Realize that no misfortune 
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can be attracted to you or occupy your world, 
because you live in the constant expectancy of 
good that comes to fill your life with good. 

Do you not see that what you have thought 
of as luck must be something founded upon sub- 
stance, established in Truth? The unlucky per- 
son’s luck changes only when he changes his 
thought and accepts that truth which will give 
him a consciousness of good fortune. Your most 
lucky possession is such a consciousness because 
through it all good is attracted to you. 

If you have thought of yourself as unlucky, 
if through your thought you have been attract- 
ing to yourself a series of misfortunes, change 
your current of thought. Turn to the law of 
good fortune. Expect good to come to you. 
Think often of your fortunate experiences. Be- 
gin to think of yourself as lucky. Think more 
and more of your life as founded upon a never- 
swerving law of good fortune. 

As long as you hold yourself under the spell 
of ill luck, you cannot hope to have a better posi- 
tion or increased finances. What you call ill 
luck will be transformed into success and plenty 
when you grasp the truth about good fortune. 
Changing your luck is a matter of changing 
your belief. Identifying yourself with good for- 
tune is solely a matter of identifying yourself 
with the consciousness of it. 

The extent of your good fortune depends 
upon the extent of your consciousness of Christ 
in you and in your life as the presence of that 
blessing which you most desire and need.

but himself Bis for which he had im- 
posed upon himself a penance for the rest of his 
life. The nature of the penance was such that 
it amounted to almost daily mental and physical 
crucifixion. He had hoped in some way to expi- 
ate his sin by this means. We can see that if 
a man imposes upon himself such a penance, 
he is working entirely from a personal stand- 
point and leaves Christ entirely out of the situa- 
tion. He becomes so engrossed in the human 
sense of penance that he overlooks the forgiving 
power of Christ. 

Quite in keeping with this are the cases 
where individuals spend their lives in self-con- 
demnation and worry because of some sin of 
the long ago. Worry is the penance they agree 
to and they impose upon themselves years of 
self-condemnation. As time goes on the con- 
sciousness of the sin increases and it becomes 
greater in their sight. Even Christians may be 
guilty of such a thing and they, too, forget 
Christ and willfully keep aloof from His for- 
giveness. 

“The wages of sin is death” when the in- 
dividual continues in the sin and death con- 
sciousness. The sin may be small in itself in 
the beginning but as the consciousness and 
memory of it increase, the sin itself appears to 
increase in magnitude and importance. The sin 
cannot be pardoned as long as the so-called sin- 
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PENANCE AND FORGIVENESS f 


ner continues in his consciousness of sin. It con- 
tinues to be an unpardonable sin until the con- 
sciousness of it is given up and exchanged for a 
consciousness of Christ and His forgiving love. 

When the individual has been guilty of sin, 
of thinking and acting contrary to Christ, his 
first step must be a feeling of contrition and a 
definite feeling that his lesson has been learned. 
He must be sure of this, or else he cannot merit 
forgiveness. His next step must be a perfect 
letting go of all memory of his sin,- all self- 
accusation and self-condemnation. He must 
wipe out of his heart all tendency to impose 
penance upon himself. He must turn to Christ 
with a clean heart in order to receive His bless- 
ing. He must definitely experience forgiveness. 
He must feel that the presence of Christ has 
lifted the load from his shoulders and restored 
him to his rightful place in His sight. 

If the individual can accomplish all this by 
himself, it is well. If he cannot, he should con- 
sult a clergyman or some one experienced in 
handling such matters. One thing is certain. 
He should not go on for months or years in the 
thought of self-condemnation. Such an attitude 
of mind may be worse than that which 
prompted the sin in the first place. 

“The wages of sin is death; but the free gift 
of God [the forgiveness that wipes out all mem- 
ory of sin] is eternal life in Christ Jesus our 
Lord.” Do you not see that the “free gift” is 
something given you to free you from bondage 
to sin and unpleasant memories? Do you not 
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see that when you accept the gift of freedom 
you are free from the wages of sin and abide 
in the life of Christ? As long as you expect 
the wages of sin, you cannot receive the gift of 
freedom. To accept a higher position and better 
compensation you must give up the lower posi- 
tion and its wages. 

A man recently said that he was under a 
handicap because of something his parents 
failed to do when he was a child. He believed 
that he was entitled only to “lesser wages’’ be- 
cause of the shortcomings of others. He re- 
ceived only lesser wages throughout his lifetime 
because he failed to get the consciousness of his 
freedom from this handicap. Of course, we can 
see that his self-imposed beliefs handicapped 
him. He lived a life of sacrifice and penance, so 
to speak, because in his heart he did not forgive 
his parents, did not wipe from mind the sense of 
bondage he felt was imposed upon him. 

When will man cease to hold himself in 
bondage to what he or another has done in the 
past? When will he rise to claim his freedom? 
When will he cease doing penance and accept 
the free gift, the gift of forgiveness, the gift 
of freedom? Man is so inclined to hold himself 
in bondage that he denies himself freedom on 
every hand. 

Let Christ in your heart of hearts set you 
free tuday. Let Him forgive you if you are 
holding yourself in bondage. Sufficient unto 
today is today’s good and there is no room for 
yesterday and the so-called evil thereof. 
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Rules of the Road 


mV ERY GAME has its own rules. The 

} rules of one game might conflict with 
i the rules of another. So in living we 
g find rules by which to live, rules that 
make life better, smoother, and more successful. 
One rule that applies to every driver of an auto- 
mobile is that of watching both himself and 
the other fellow. In contradistinction to this, 
the student of higher Truth finds that he needs 
only to watch himself, and the other fellow will 
take care of himself. 


A teacher once told his student that he must 
forgive and love hisenemy. The student asked, 
“But what about my enemy? I am willing to 
love him, but will he take the same attitude?” 
The student had failed to understand one of 
the most important rules of the road, life’s high- 
way. He had failed to realize that he did not 
need to watch the other fellow; the individual 
needs only to watch himself and his own con- 
sciousness. 


Strange as it may seem, the selfish person 
is the very one who does not think of himself 
in this way. He is most in personal conscious- 
ness, believing that other persons have power 
over his life. If he would think of self in this 
matter of watching his own mind, he would lose 
his sense of selfishness. 

When two persons disagree, each one needs 
to clear his own mind independently of the 
other. Neither needs to wonder what the other 
will think or do. When the individual clears 
his mind of all malicious thoughts about an- 











other, the latter can no longer harm him or 
have any desire to do so. The rule of the road 
when two individuals clash mentally is for each 
one to clear his own mind. 

Many a person has failed to restore himself 
in another’s estimation or has failed to mend a 
broken friendship because he gave power to the 
belief that the other would not want to be 
friendly. The individual fails to reach the con- 
sciousness that will restore a friendship that 
has been broken when he believes that his con- 
sciousness is dependent upon what another 
thinks, says, or does. 

Down in his heart, your adversary wants to 
be loved as much as you want to love him. It is 
human nature to want to be loved. The person 
you label “enemy” may be far from this in his 
own sight. Whatever may be his attitude on 
the surface, you may still know that you have 
God on your side. Love will prevail. 

The rule of the road in the matter of per- 
sonal problems continues to be an admonition 
for you to watch your own consciousness. Admit 
to mind no belief that any power can defeat di- 
vine love. Keep in mind the mighty truth that 
you are united with the one who seems to oppose 
you in a bond stronger than any resistance or 
stubbornness on his part. 

Watch yourself, not the other fellow. Clear 
your own consciousness of any dislike for him 
before you expect him to be attracted to you 
through love. He will abide by the rule of the 
road too, if you do so. 














Being Stabilized 


= (AVE YOU reached a consciousness in 

=e Which you feel that the presence of 
a4 4 Christ within you is like some immov- 
able column? Have you realized that 
this presence is something unshaken even in 
times of stress? Have you gained the realiza- 
tion that there is that within you which en- 
dures through all seasons, all situations? 

Christ in you is that which is unshaken, im- 
movable, enduring at all times. You may suc- 
cumb to the race belief in fear, disease, and 
lack but Christ still endures. At the moment 
when you relax mentally from thinking adverse 
thoughts, He steadies you with Truth. He sta- 
bilizes you when you would waver. 

When another says or does something that 
might disturb you, Christ stabilizes you in the 
realization that no one can affect or harm you. 
You realize that you are something like a 
strong tower against which the winds or waves 
cannot prevail. You are stabilized. Even as 
a high tower has its footing deep in earth so do 
you have your foundation established deep in 
Spirit and you are unmoved by capricious winds 
or adverse beliefs. 

The matter of being stabilized depends upon 
but one thing: finding the presence of Christ 
within us and identifying ourselves with it. 
This identification saves us from relating our- 
selves to things of the external world or believ- 
ing in their power over us. Persons, things, or 
circumstances cannot affect us when we know 
that we have within us the pillar of light or 
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column of unchangeable substance. 

The unstable person is like the reed in the 
wind. The reed is blown first one way and then 
the other by the winds about it. It may be 
broken or destroyed if it cannot resist the wind. 
The person who is unstable is blown, pushed, 
or tossed about by the state of external things. 
His state varies according to the state of things 
about him. 

The stabilized person is unaffected and un- 
disturbed by what goes on in the external 
world. He is so conscious of his power to with- 
stand things of the world that their power be- 
comes quite insignificant in his estimation. The 
thought of fear, disease, and lack may prevail 
all round him but it does not affect. his con- 
sciousness of courage, health, and plenty. Other 
persons about him may succumb to race 
thoughts and adverse beliefs but he still re- 
mains true to Christ and takes a firmer hold 
upon Truth. 

Give less thought to the belief that external 
things can affect you and you strengthen your 
consciousness of reliance upon Christ in the 
midst of you. Think of His presence as endur- 
ing through all time and all circumstances. 
Know that His power remains omnipotent even 
when things of the world seem to vaunt them- 
selves against Him. Realize that He is still 
present within you even though the world about 
you may present the appearance of every form 
of evil. Stabilize yourself in the knowledge 
that Christ in you ever endures.

Your health is made manifest 
through spiritual treatment because in the sight 
of God you are His child, whole and well. 

Love is an eternal verity. Hate and fear 
have no truth to sustain them, so they must 
give way to love when man is conscious of 
Spirit’s activity. Only the truth about man 
can endure. Only that which God knows about 
him, the truth about his health and wholeness, 
can endure. Your consciousness of Truth frees 
you from mistaken beliefs about yourself. Your 
study of the truth that Jesus brought to suffer- 
ing humanity will deliver you from mental and 
physical limitation.
